000 that he owns.

an immense amount of work, but Mr. 
Gould is a manager of no mean ability, 
and he does a vast amount of work 
with the same ease that almost all peo- 
ple do a littlo work. There is connected 
with all great corporations some man 
who has the details of the entire busi- 
ness of tho corporation at his instant 
command. They are men who havo 
learned this detail through long famili- 
arity with tho work. 
Gen. Eckert 


knows every in and out of the Western 
Union Telegraph 
company. He can 


tell instantly whether the company has 
a lino to Hastings Centre, Montana, 
and if not how long time und what cost 
will bo rcnuirod to 0tt*otoli u wii*o tlievo. 


Supt. 'loucey, of the Hudson River 


railroad, knew every foot of track so 
perfectly that ho did not hesitate an 
instant when it was Hashed to him that 
Sing Sing convicts had captured a

Tho explorations of Indian mounds 


tinder tho auspices of -Prof. Cyrus 
Thomas, formerly of Jllinois, says tho 
Washington correspondent of tho Cour- 
ier-Journal, have been very successful 
this yoar, as they were also last year. 
At least firo thousand specimens are 
added to tho collection of the bureau of 
ethnology, of which Maj. Powell is tho 
director, each year. 


One of the very interesting Indian 


mounds opened this year is situated in 
East Tennessee. This is 2^1) feet long, 
185 feet wide, and 8 feet high. Ninety- 
one human skeletons wore found in it 
at all depths from a foot and a half to 
eight feet below tho surface of tho top 
of the mound. Quantities of beads 
were found in this receptacle, 
and, 


among the coarser varieties wore some 
genuine pearls fashioned into beads. 


In this wore'also found tho best chis- 


el-shaped stone instrument-!, polished 
celt, ever discovered in a mouna. xno 
best specimen of a polished bone instru- 
ment Prof. 
Thomas has ever seen 


como from a mound was in this collec- 
tion. 
It is fashioned into a small awl, 


and is so line and dclicato that Prof. 
Thomas thinks it was probably used by 
women in sewing buckskin articles. 
There was also a human bone, a part 
of tho forearm, fashioned into an imple- 
ment or ornament. It looks ns though 
it might have boon used to scoop up 
dry food or somethingof that kind. 


One of the most curious discoveries 


ever mado in a mound was made in 
this one—four round, hollow 
cop- 


per balls, 
with beads inside, which 


are 
wonderfully 
like 
sleigh-bells, 


and tinkle liko them 
"when 
sha- 


ken. 
Among other 
articles found 


ia tho same placo were bullalo teeth, 
sea shells artificially cut into various 
shapes for uso or ornament, masks of 
stone, highly polished biscuit-shaped 
stones, about tho si JO of tho biscuit 
eaten in Kentucky, which stones, it is 
conjectured, were used in playing a 
game; pottery, one curious specimen 
being mado to simulate a moccasin, 
and ono in tho shape of a duck, with 
head and body quite well defined, fol- 
lowing the natural shape, but having 
four web-feet very distinctly made. 
This has puzzled tho learned Prof 
Baird, who had never before seen, an' 
such creature in nature or art as' 
four-footod duck. The collections o 
pottery from mounds, it may bo re- 
marked, wore especially lino in 188-1 
and promise to bo equally so this yea: 
'.'rom the articles already secured. 


A mound in Ohio has been oponot 


this year, and a largo quantity of char 
red corn was found at the bottom of it 
which is thought a curious discovery. 


Prof. Thomas himself opened a sin 


gular mouud in 
Pennsylvania thi 


year, tho other end of which was open 
od sixty years ago by a man who is 
still living, and who has talked with 
Prof. Thomas about his attempts to ex 
plore it. 
Ho says when ho found th< 


human skeletons he got frightened nnc 
retreated, aud never resumed his work 
Many skeletons were found in tha 
mound; and Prof. Thomas tells with 
^twai'imeiL'ai 01 ouo nu discovered a 
the very bottom of tho mound in tin 
bottom of a stone vault in a mass o 
charcoal. 
This human skeleton liai. 


close by it a cane of split rood, evident 
ly of Southern growth, which cane was 
wrapped in bark and plastered clay 
When exhumed the cane was found to 
have twined around it silver foil as 
thin as paper, evidently native silver 
which has been examined and has 
proved to be purer than coiu silver. 


Near tlte top of a mound in the same 


field four skeletons were found whicl: 
had evidently onco becu inclosed it! 
wooden Collins. 
In the sauio mound 


was a brass kettle with an iron handle, 
but below that burials evidently an- 
cient had occurred. 
In this exact lo- 


cality once lived Corn Planter and his 
Seneca Indians. 


Among the other treasures found in 


18SO in mounds is part of a stono bust 
evidently representing a woman's neck 
and tho front part of her head. 
The 


contour of tha faco -is beautiful, tho 
shape being a perfect oval. 
The fronl 


of the throat and neck i< perfect, show- 
ing that the original copied must havo 
had a plump, frill form. 
This year, in 


a mouud near where this was discover- 
ed in Georgia, (hero was found the 
part of the head evidently broken from 
this. 
When put together the parts 


fitted exactly, and 
the material ol 


which the several parts arc mado is 
precisely tho same. 


In a mound in West Virginia some 


copper plates and 
ornaments were 


found which were evidently native cop- 
per, hammered by the aborigines with 
tools fashioned 
by themselves. 
A 


skeleton was found in a mound in that 
State, which mound was thirty-live 
feet in height. The skeleton was in a 
vault made of wood, and had on each 
arm six copper bangles, and also woro 
on his neck a shell gorget, 


A very remarkable pipe of polished 


soap-stono of precisely the same kind 
that Bevcrley and other chroniclers of 
Virginia have described as used by tho 
Cherokees has bceu found in a mound 
in that State. It smells its strong of 
tobacco as if flnly ]usc,d yesterday. 


East pf St. Louis a wonderful speci- 


men of pottery was last year found in 
a mound. -This is a largo bowl, on 
which appears in relief a human head, 
life size, with all the features distinctly 
marked. The face and even the teeth 
are painted, the 
latter being red. 


Strange to say, the cast of the features 
more resemble those of a mulatto than 
those of any typo of Indian known to 
this continent. 


Just about a year ago a mound was 


opened near Carterville. Ga., which is 
ono of a group which Prof. Thomas 
thinks was visited by De Soto in 1540, 
because the largest one in the group, 
which is sixty feet high, corresponds in 
many particulars with the one describ- 
ed in tho history of Florida, written by 
Garsilaso do Ja Vega, a lineal descend- 
ant of tho Incas of Peru, and 
tirst 


printed in tho sixteenth century. 


Tho oldest mounds are now believed 


;o be those in Ohio snd Arkansas. 
Specimens were in 1884 brought from 
nounds in Georgia, Virginia, West 
Virginia, Iowa, Tennessee, and Mis- 
souri.

The study of tho habits and tempera- 


ment of tho volcano at a distance of 
about 10,000 milus is one that has al- 
ways afforded mo much pleasure. la 
watching and noting the peculiar phe- 
nomena of tho eruptions 1 havo almost 
lost sight of its attendant dangers. 


A volcano is always feverish and 


restless till nfter tho eruption, then it 
feels bettor. 
Tho first symptoms of 


an eruption are cold feet, bad dreams, 
bad breath, and dark circles around 
tho crater. 
This will be followed by 


an uncomfortable feeling in the bowels 
of tho earth and a lluttcring pulse. 
The volcano is then about to erupt, and 
those who live near there had better 
sell out at a sacrifice. 


Ouo thousand eight hundred and 


eighty-four years ago tho Komnn geog- 
rapher and 
weather-crank, Strabo, 


spoke of Vesuvius ns a burnt mountain; 
but it had not at Una lima turned it- 
self wrong side out 
Quito a forest 


grew where its crater now stands. For 
fifty years Vesuvius had bilious spells, 
but kept on drawing its salary without 
loss of time, but in A. D. it turned it- 
self looso and tore up the ground a good 
doal. Heal estate went to an astonish- 
ing height, but became depressed at 
once. 
The south half of tho mountain 


was jerked loose, as Pliny has it, and 
knocked galley-west. This was fol- 
lowed by a shower of hot, wet ashes, 
which completely obliterated Pompeii 
and Hcrculanoum. 
Thoso two towns 


havo been exhumed lately; but, owing 
to the criminal delay of tho authorities 
in doing so, no lives wero saved. 


Thoso cities aro not covered with 


lava. 
Scientists siiy that tho ruins 


were found under a deep layer of vol- 
canic tufa, 
I do not know what tufa 


is, but presume the term is perfectly 
proper and safe to uso in good uociety. 
I have heard of tho tufa cigar, which la 
sold nt the rate of tufa livo cents, but 
I am comparatively ignorant of tho 
general appearance of volcanic tlifa. 
This is a joko that t thought of my- 
self. 
Times are so close this winter 


that I am obliged to originate a good 
many of my own jokes and to write 
my own autographs. 
My amanuensis, 


who has stood by mo so long and aid- 
ed mo so well, has been discharged. 
Autograph-hunters will notice that my 
autographs aro not xo good as when I 
bad my anianuensis. 


For nearly 1,000 years Vesuvius then 


remained in a comatose state, with 
only au occasional eruption. Then for 
500 years it did not erupt. 
In 15M, on 


tho shores of the gulf of llaia%in tho bay 
of Naples, a new and attractive crater 
was opened. Jt was a good, easy-run- 
ning crater, and Iho lava was hot when 
t came out. 
Hot lava js not good, for 
:ood. It hardens Uic stomach, and 
taints Iho breath witli the odor of sul- 
phur. 


In 1031 Vesuvius itself again became 


intensely irritable aud showed signs of 
a morbid desire to erupt. 
During tho 


1,500 of quiet tho crater had bceu cov- 


red over with forests infested by Iho 


wild boar of Italy, and tho tamo bore of 
Sugland. The slopes of the mountain 
were cultivated up to tho foot of tho 
cono, 
aud 
Sunday-school 
picnics 


iwarmcd over the green-swards at its 
)ase. 


Suddenly, in the latter part of De- 


cember, Vesuvius rose on its hind feet 


nd painted Komo rod. 
All Southern 


Cnropo nnd a part of York State wero 
lovercd with ashes and debris from tho 
ntcrnal economy of the volcano. Many 
>eople were killed who had never pre- 
•iously lost their lives. Tho way Ve- 
uvius slung hot mud at the Neapolitan 
lordcs that fall was a solemn warning 
o the puny pushers of putrid politics 
n tho land of the free and tho homo of 
ho travc. 
The beautiful cities of 


1'orre del Greco nnd Torre Jell' An- 
nunziata would have perished if they 
had not spread the names of tho towns 
over themselves and escaped. 
A good 


lon^ name in Italy is rather to be cnos- 
cn than riches. 


About every ten years since the above 


date, Vesuvius has been liable to jar 
the country and shake down a few 
towns, covering Hie people with stuff 
that is entirely useless. Tho eruption 
of Vesuvius is a fine sight at night. 
No doubt that there will always bo 
more or less apprehension on the part 
of speculators until some American 
"rustier" puts a damper in tho crater 
of Vesuvius, so he can regulate tho 
eruption. 
At present those spasms 


are too irregular and too vehement —

Feet of Hie Country. 


"There is a decided difference in tho 


shape of people's feet in difl'crenl sec- 
tions of tho country," said a member of 
one of tho largest shoo manufacturing 
firms in Philadelphia. 
"In tho Kastoru 


States the feet are narrower and some- 
what longer than in the West, while in 
the South they arc not only narrow but 
they possess very much higher insteps. 
So much is this the case that wo aro 
obliged to keep throe sols of lasts for 
the three sections. That comes to bo a 
largo item, I can assure yon, when it is 
remembered the number of sixes there 
are in each set. 
For example, in ono 


size alone wo haye tiie initial number- 
say sevens; then there arc narrow sev- 
ens, broad sevens, seven and a quarters 
(narrow and broad), seven aud a half 
(narrow and broad), seven and three- 
quarters (narrow and broad)— that is, 
twelve pairs of lasts to one size, and to 
pach of these sixes we must have thrco 
different styles for the sections of tho 
country to which wo are going to send 
our goods— that is, thirty-six pairs of 
lasts to one size pair of boots. Sounds 
rather extravagant, doesn't it? 
Of 


course, this is only the ease with firms 
who deal with all these sections. 


"Some firms only send their goods to 


one part of the country. 
Now, you 


would bo surprised to be told that in 
different sections of the country differ- 
ent shapes of toos of boots are required. 
Out in tho West nothing will suit but 
tho square toed shoe, whereas in tho 
Kastern States the square toe would bo 
in stock a century and then never sell. 
Different parts of the: country require 
different kinds of leather, also, 
la tho 


North and West a tougher, harder 
leather ORU bo worn than in tho'South, 
where not only a soft 'upper' is neces- 
sary, but, owing to the sandy, hot soil, 
quite thin soles are necessary*. For this 
kind of wear it is not unusual to uso 
imported leather — that is, for the 'up- 
pers' — but for soles we employ domes- 
tic productions almost cfclusivoly. — 
lliiluilelphiq Times.

Tlic British consular agent at Chung-

minute brown, lice-like insects, which 
exist, together with a small black bee 
tie, in excrescences of galls attachec 
to the boughs and twigs of an ever 
green, called by the Chinese "the in 
sect tree." Early in May these galls 
are collected and placed of the wax- 
tree, usually a stutnp from which rise 
numerous sprouts. Tbe creatures soon 
deposit a white coating on the twig 
and boughs, which often reaches i 
thickness of a quarter of an inch in 
ninsty or a hundred dajs. fliebranche 
are then lopped off, and the wax i 
carefully removed by scraping anc 
boiling. The material is then pourec 
into moulds, and becomes the white 
wax of commerce, used chiefly 
fo 


candles.

Warminster, was accused of publish- 
ing a libel upon the Justices of the 
Court of General Quarter Sessions. 
The Court at that time was presided 
over by Justices William Biles, Thom- 
as Canby, Abraham Chapman, Benja- 
min Jones, Isaac 
Pennington and 


Simon Butler. 
The libel was couched 


in the following terms : "Our honored 
magistrates miy see and consider how 
strenuously th;y did secure me at our 
last Court and have not proved any of 
these 
tilings 
wherewith they have 


Accused witimll, and besides I think it 
an unreasonable thing for the magis- 
rates to be both accusers and judges, 
for they may accuse me of murder or 
any other crime and without cause, and 
then give their judgement against me 
as not fit to be heard. If I had shown 
any contempt to any in authority you 
have had something to say, but I did 
not think to meet with such treatment 
at your hands, and I take it very un- 
kind, it being without law or equity, 
but it is done in haste.

Newtown at March Sessions, 1785, to 
illustrate the severity of legal punish- 
ments in Pennsylvania at that time. 
Simon Haney haviug pleaded guilty to 
the charge of passing a spurious 
"Spanish milled dollar," then the cur- 
rant coin of the State, the Court passed 
the following sentence upon him : ''To 
stand in the pillory for the space of 
one hour, both liis ears to be cut off 
and nailed to the pillory, to be pub- 
lickly whipped on his bare back with 
twenty-one lashes well Uid on, pay one 
hundred pounds, one-half to the State, 
the other half to the discoverer ; to pay 
the costs and stand committed till the 
sentence he complied with." Joseph 
Fcnflea, his confederate, a physician, 
was convicted and suffered the same 
punishment. 


One of the religious denominations 


of Bucks county which have no churchs 
south of Doylestown is the Mennonite.

built at Germantown, May 23, 1708.

for several days last week, writes a 
Scranton, Pa., correspondent of ihe 
New York Stilt, in tbo neighborhood 
of Newton, Ab'inglon, and Scott town- 
ships. 
Very few of them have boon 


seen in tbe Lackawanna valley, but 
over beyond Bald mount the movin 
Hocks have been iinprccedentally largo 
and frequent. 
Fanner Laton "Joyce, 


who was in Scranton, and who owns a 
fertile farm in Newton township, told 
the following story about the pigeons: 


"T'other day I was lookin' over to- 


ward Josh Williams' place, when I sec 
a terriblo big Hock of pigeons sailin' up 
the valley right in the lino of my farm. 
I got my'old shot-gun out, nn"' fired 
inter the tail end of the flock. I ven- 
ture to say that, every shot fetched 
down a pigeon, 'cause Dave picked up 
a half-bushel basketful in. no time.
